A controv ersy ov er an estab­ 
lished 
grad e 
on 
North 
Main 
street between Fou rteenth 
and 
the Park Bou lev ard , will go to 
the circu it cou rt for a d ecision 
accord ing to a v erd ict reached 
Fricfay 
night when 
a sp ecial 
session of the city cou ncil was 
held . 
The north end of Main street 
is now u nd er constru ction of be­ 
ing p av ed 
abov e 
Fou rteenth 
street and a d ifference in op in- j 
ion is said to ex ist between the 
civ il engineers rep resenting the 
cou nty and city . 
Sev eral 
efforts 
hav e 
been | 
m ad e by the city cou ncil 
and 
j 
commissioners 
to arrange 
the 
d ifficu lties 
so tha t 
the 
work | 
wou ld not be d elay ed at 
this 
p oint, bu t 
these 
efforts failed 
this week, it is said , 
and 
the 
cou ncil now has au thorized the 
city attorney , R. B. Titsworth, to 
file an inju nction su it to p ro­ 
tect the interests of the city . 
W hen the Memorial p ark a d ­ 
d ition was p latted into city lots, 
the grad es were established 
by 
the city , and storm w ater sewer 
installed . At the p oint near the 
Bou lev ard 
entrance, 
a 
catch 
basin was 
bu ilt, and cu rb and 
gu tters constru cted 
along 
the 
west sid e of Main street to con­ 
form with the catch basin 
and 
d rain established . 
When the p av ed highway was 
ord ered , the p lans of the cou n­ 
ty engineer created a d ifferent 
elev ation at this p oint, it was 
stated . 
For some reason, which 
is contrary to most three-m ile 
road contracts, the cou nty p lans 
inclu d ed the constru ction of a 
cu rb and gu tter on the 
east 
sid e of the street at this p oint. 
This cu rb and gu tter has been 
bu ilt by the cou nty , and is 
as 
high as two feet in'ex cess to the 
grad e established on the 
city ’s

Marg aret M’Makin Hurt When 
She Falls Fro m Chair-Swing 
Riding Dev ice Here 


Kansas City , Mo., Ju ne 16— (U.R) 
—From jockey boy to the rep u b­ 
lican cand id ate for 
v ice-p resi­ 
d ent is the thu m b-nail story of 
Charles Cu rtis—the d escend ant 
of Chief 
White Plu me 
of the 
K ansas tribe of Ind ians. 
And to make his rom ance all 
the more striking, 
this final 
honor came to him here on the 
banks of the Kaw, from the hills 
ov erlooking 
the Kansas p lains 
where his great-great-grand fa- 
ther rod e and fou ght. 
A short, stocky , d ark skinned 
m an with straight black 
hair, 
‘ Charlie” Cu rtis shows his In­ 
d ian blood , ex cep t tha t in tem ­ 
p eram ent he is rather more jo­ 
v ial and easy going tha n ord in­ 
ary red men. 
He was born near North To­ 
p eka, Kas., bu t when orp haned 
at the age of fiv e he was sent to 
liv e with relativ es on an Ind ian 
reserv ation in Kansas. 
At ten, he was working in a 
liv ery stable 
in Top eka 
after 


school hou rs. At 16 hesigned u p 
as a 
jockey 
on 
the 
K ansas 
tracks bu t he soon realized tha t 
he had better get an ed u cation 
so he worked as a newsp ap er re­ 
p orter in town and stu d ied law 
at night. 
At 24 he was mad e p rosecu tor 
of Shawnee cou nty , Kansas, and 
as he told Senator Borah in a n­ 
swering the 
recent 
p rohibiton 
q u estionnaire, “when I took of­ 
fice the saloons were ru nning 
wid e op en in Top eka, and ev ery 
saloon was closed 
w ithin 
30 
d ay s.” 
His record in closing u p 
the 
saloons which 
in the 
eighties 
were d efy ing the early 
Kansas 
p rohibiton law, resu lted 
in his 
election to congress in 18 92. In 
1903 he tried for the senate bu t 
was d efeated , making it on the 
second 
attem p t, 
howev er, 
in 
1907. He was a v ictim 
the 
Bu ll Moose sp lit in 1912 and was 
d efeated bu t came back 
two 
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SWING WAS TRAVELLING 
HIGH AT THE TIME 


M argaret 
McMakin, 
14-y ear 
old d au ghter of W att S. McMa­ 
kin, was p ainfu lly inju red and 
narrowly 
escap ed 
fatal 
hu rts 
Frid ay night when she fell from 
a chair-swing rid ing d ev ice be­ 
ing op erated on a v acant lot in 
the rear of the cou nty jail. 
Miss McMakin fell from 
her 
swing while it 
was 
in motion 
and was hu rled to the 
grav eled 
grou nd with 
great force. 
She 
was scratched and 
bru ised . 
A 
p hy sician was called and 
after 
an ex am ination rep orted tha t he 
cou ld find no broken bones. 
Ey e witnesses to the accid ent 
stated tha t the swing was p rac­ 
tically at its greatest 
heighth 
and sp eed when Miss McMakin 
fell. It was 
almost 
a miracle 
tha t she escap ed with her life. 
Tod ay , the girl was rep orted to 
be comp laining with her 
back 
which was p robably wrenched in 
the fall.

This statem ent, issu ed tod ay 
by the state head q u arters of the 
Hoosier State Au tomobile Assoc­ 
iation, is based on a d eath toll 
on the streets and highway s of 
abou t 17 5 ,000 within 
the 
last 
d ecad e and a p resent sy stem oi 
6 00,000 miles of imp rov ed road s. 
The association 
also p ointed 
ou t tha t if these 
crosses 
were 
confined to one transcontinent­ 
al highway —su ch as the Lincoln 
Highway stretching 3,200 
miles 
across the cou ntry —there wou ld 
be ov er fiv e crosses to ev ery mile 
of road way . 
T u rning to the non-fatal ac­ 
cid ents on 
the 
highway s 
and 
by way s, the national 
motoring 
bod y said tha t if a m arker was 
p laced for ev ery p erson inju red 
in an au tomobile accid ent, there 
wou ld be two to ev ery mile 
of 
road of all ty p es in the cou ntry 
and along the Lincoln Highway 
there wou ld be 
15 8 
to 
ev ery 
mile. This is based on an av er­ 
age of 29 inju red for ev ery p er­ 
son killed and arou nd three m il­ 
lion miles of road s.

Ro mero , serving a tw enty y ear sentence fo r 
m urder, two y ears ago co nsented to turn th e fatal 
lever o f the garro te, C uba’s m edieval m eans o f 
executing perso ns co ndem ned to death. Fo r each 
death penalty carried o ut Ro mero received $16 
go ld and a num ber o f m o nths o ff o f his o wn term 
o f im priso nm ent. 
This is o nly o ne o f the rare cases in exist­ 
ence w here a m an o btained his freedo m fo r his 
“excellent” services rendered in the taking o f 
hum an lives.

file an injunction suit to pro- 
tect the interests of the city. 


When the Memorial park ad- 


dition was platted into city lots, 
the grades were established by 
the city, and storm water sewer 
installed. At the point near the 
Boulevard 
entrance, 
a catch j 


basin was built, and curb and , 
gutters constructed along the j 
west side of Main street to con- 
form with the catch basin and 
drain established. 


When the paved highway was 


ordered, the plans of the coun- 
ty engineer created a different 
elevation at this point, it was 
stated. For some reason, which 
is contrary to most three-mile 
road contracts, the county plans 
included the construction of a 
curb and gutter on the 
east 


side of the street at this point. 


This curb and gutter has been 


built by the county, and is as 
high as two feet in'excess to the 
grade established on the city's

(U.R>—The last of the Republican 
convention delegates were "scat- 
tering to the four corners of the 
country today after nominating 
Herbert Hoover and Senator 
Charles Curtis of Kansas as 
presidential and vice presiden- 
tial candidates. 


The convention had left 
be- 


hind some battered feelings, but, 
in general, harmony prevailed 
after one of the bitterest pre- 
nomination struggles of recent 
years. 


Nomination of Senator Curtis 


yesterday was regarded as the 
crowning move in bringing bacjk 
to the party the harmony which 
had been disturbed by the feud 
between the "allies" and Hoover. 
Curtis' observations directed at 
Hoover early this week had 
stung the Hoover leaders, some 
of whom earlier had talked pri- 
vately of a -gratuitous insult." 
Curtis' slightly veiled suggestion 
that the Republicans would have 
to be on the defensive if Hoover 
were named was forgotten in 
the search for unity. 


Curtis,-from the farm belt, is 


admittedly a big bid to keep 
farmers from quitting the ticket 
in view of their leaders' disap- 
pointment at defeats in the con- 
vention's platform. Former Rep. 
-Poly" Tincher of Kansas, who 
originally nominated Curtis for 
president, predicted today that 
this gesture to the west will 
bring good party results in No- 
vember. 


"Talk that the farmers won't 


support the Republican ticket 
in November is the 'bunk,' " 
Tincher said. "They have always 
got relief from the Republican 
party, and they know they will 
get it again." 


His observations may be re- 


garded as typical of the tactics 
to be employed hi wooing back 
disgruntled farm elements. 


The farmers are to be told 


that Hoover has promised con- 
structively to work out a relief 
program insofar as it lies within 
the party's power to do so. They 
will be reminded of Curtis' vote 
for their McNary-Haugen bill, 
though by way of party regular- 
ity, he declined to vote to over- 
ride President Coolidge's veto 
thereof. They will also be told 
that the party's selection of a 
vice-president from the center 
of the farm belt means that the 
Republicans are really deeply 
interested in the farmers' plight.

At ten, he was working hi a 


livery stable in Topeka after 


school hours. At 16 hesigned up 
as a jockey on the 
Kansas 


tracks but he soon realized that 
he had better get an education 
so he worked as a newspaper re- 
porter in town and studied law 
at night. 


At 24 he was made prosecutor 


of Shawnee. county, Kansas, and 
as he told Senator Borah in an- 
swering the recent prohibiton 
questionnaire, "when I took of- 
fice the saloons were running 
wide open in Topeka, and every 
saloon was closed within 30 
days."

This statement, issued today 


by the state headquarters of the 
Hoosier State Automobile Assoc- 
iation, is based on a death toll 
on the streets and highways ol 
about 175,000 within 
the 
last 


decade and a present system of 
600,000 miles of improved roads 


The association 
also pointed 


out that if these crosses were 
confined to one transcontinent- 
al highway—such as'the Lincoln 
Highway stretching 3,200 miles 
across the country—there would 
be over five crosses to every mile 
of roadway. 


Turning to'the non-fatal ac- 


cidents on the highways and 
-byways, the national 
motoring 


body said that if a marker was 
placed for every person injuret 
in an automobile accident, there 
would be two,.to every mile of 
road of all types in the country 
and along the Lincoln Highwar 
there would be 158 to every 
mile. This is based on an aver- 
age of 29 injured for every per 
son killed and around three mil- 
lion miles of roads.

New York June 16—You can 


take.a true Hoosier far from his 
native state, bury him in the 
anonymity of newspaper editor 
ial writing and turn him into a 
scholarly, retiring historian; but 
sooner or later he will turn back 
to the only pursuit a real Hoos- 
ier ever enjoys—politics. 


That's what happened in the 


case of Claude G. Bowers, any- 
way. Bowers, born and bred in 
Indiana, taoved to New York five 
years ago to become an editorial 
writer for the New York Evening 
World. In his spare time he stud- 
ied and wrote history. But last 
winter he plodded back into po- 
litics so zestfully that he was at 
once chosen to deliver the key- 
note speech at the coming De- 
mocratic convention in Houston, 
Tex.It all happened because Bow- 
ers was invited to address last 
January's 7ackson Day dinner 
in Washington. This is a tradi- 
tional love feast of the Demo- 
crats, marked in recent years by 
a notable absence of love. Bow- 
ers had written absorbing bio- 
graphies of such Democratic he- 
roes as Anderw Jackson and 
Thomas Jefferson, and through 
some happy inspiration the com- 
mittee asked him to speak. 


Electrified Party 


Bowers did. He urged his 


hearers to make Jackson 
and 


Jefferson something more than 
mere patron saints of the party, 
contrasted conditions in their 
eras with conditions today and, 
before he had finished, aroused 
the Democratic chieftains to 
real enthusiasm.

On his graduation from high 


school he went to Terre Haute 
and became a reporter for the 


Star. While there he * exercised 
the Hoosier's privilege of becom- 
ing active in politics,- and in 1904 
he ran for Congress under the 
approval of John E. Lamb, then 
a Democratic power in Indiana. 
Bowers was defeated, but he 
continued 
his 
political work, 


holding a variety of minor jobs 
until 1911. 


In that year John Worth Kern 


became U. S. senator from Indi-

ana, and he took Bowers to 
Washington with him as his 
secretary, a post Bowers held 
until 1917. Bowers got a dose-up 
view of national politics and po- 
liticians; also, in his spare time 
during recesses, he got acquaint- 
ed with the Congressional -Li- 
brary beginning there the re- 
search that later was to bear 
fruit in his histories. 


In 1917 he returned to Indiana 


to become editor of the 
Fort 


Wayne Journal-Gazette. He held 
that post until 1923, and waged 
many a political battle with the 
opposition paper, the News-Sen- 
tinel. The' Journal-Gazette! of 
course, was a Democratic paper, 
and Bowers attracted consider- 
•able repute by his party services. 


So, in 1923, the New York 


Evening World took him as edi- 
torial writer. Bowers went to 
New York, far removed from 
Hoosier .politics; and while his 
position required him to become 
familiar with New York politics 
and to 
express his 
opinion 


theron, it might have seemed 
to his friends that he had left 
active political life. 


Fame as Author 


This impression probably was 


strengthened when he began to 
attain fame as an author. In 
1916, while browsing through the 
Congressional Library, he had 
gathered the data for his first 
book, "Irish Orators." Two years 
later he had written a biography 
of Senator Kern. In New York 
his talent really came to flowei 
in two books that gained large 
circulation. The first was "Party 
Battles of the Jackson Period 
the second, "Jefferson and Ham- 
ilton—the Struggle for Demo- 
cracy in America."

at a special meeting, are to be commended upon 
their attitude taken toward the construction of 
the paved highway that enters Rushville at the 


, north end of Main street.

airships have been announced, and the public on 
each side of the ocean will now have another 
opportunity of listening soon on the success or 
failure of such an event.

The plan is to make the flight between these 


two cities in 48 hours, with all of the comforts 
of the most luxurious liners. This year the 
R-100, a British airship has been made ready for 
such an attempt under command of C. Dennis 
Burney. 


The Burney ship of 5,000 cubic feet displace- 


ment, has progressed so far that it is expected 
to be ready lor trial flights in July. 
1 
American capital has become interested in 


the R-100 and a Detroit group has taken an op- 


- tion on a substantial interest in the Burney com- 
pany, with a view of. establishing\a fleet of six 
9.000.000 cubic feet air liners built on the Burney 
designs and for use in London-New York traffic. 


•' Hall'of these ships would be built in the 


United States and half in England with 
the 


operating company owned jointly by British and 
American capital. 


The R-100 will-carry 100 passengers and ten 


tons of express freight. 
It will be able to make 


the eastward passage in 48 hours and the trip 
from London to New York via the Azores in 00 
hours. 
The southern route on the westward 


passage is contemplated to avoid head winds.

,' signs will take the place which the "Spirit of St.

Fef persons can work their way out of pris- 


ons by killing people, but such an incident has 
come to light in Cuba. The "Minister of exe- 
cutions," Francisco Romero, who during the past 
two years has superintended the execution of 
nine persons on the garrote, has been discharged 
from the national penitentiary as a reward for 
the faithful performance of his duties. 


Romero, serving a twenty year sentence for 


murder, two years ago consented to turn the fatal 
lever of the garrote, Cuba's medieval means of 
executing persons condemned to death. For each 
death penalty carried out Romero received $16 
gold and a number of months off of his own term 
of imprisonment. 


This is only one of the rare cases in exist- 


ence where a man obtained his freedom for his 
"excellent" services rendered in the taking of 
human lives.

Children seem to be grow- 
ing up with a viewpoint entire- 
ly different from ours. We can 
easily remember the day when 
radios, automobiles, 
airplanes 


and the rest were not in exist- 
ence; and our attitude toward 
these things is colored by our 
memories of the. earlier unme- 
chanized period. The children 
are growing up under no such 
circumstances. They are born 
into the age of• machinery, taken 
for their first airings in flivvers, 
lulled to sleep in their cradles 
by radios, fascinated at play by 
circling airplanes, far overhead; 
to them these things have al- 
ways been. 


Perhaps this is a more hope- 


ful sign than we think. The 
youngsters are not following oui 
footeteos. They are getting off 
on a different track 
entirely. 


When they grow upv and take 


We are too obsessed with them 
as ends in themselves. Instead 
of fitting them into our lives 
we have fitted our lives around 
them. We have become, at times 
servants of our machines. We 
have permitted factory towns to 
be the last word in dreary ugli- 
ness; we have permitted great 
waves of unemployment to fol- 
low boom times; we have con- 
sidered industrial 
strife, finan- 


cial and stock-jobbing manipu- 
lations and high-pressure sales- 
manship the inevitable concom- 
itants of the new age. 


The next generation, it may 


be, will look at such things dif- 
ferently. It will cherish the 
machines for what they are, 
useful servants, and will not be 
misled into thinking that auto- 
mobiles, washing machines and 
radios by themselves can^ bring 
happiness. It will not fall into 
the error ol thinking that our 
mushroom growth industrialism 
•can not be improved. 


The youngster who knows all

Lindbergh Soon Forgotten? 


"Possible", Says Writer

Will Col. Charles A. Lindbergh 


within a few months or years 
drift into oblivion as have ot- 
her American heroes and prom- 
inent figures 'whose names were 
temporarily on every-tongue? 


If not he will be one of the 


few exceptions in history since 
Marcus Aurelieus wrote -all is 
ephemeral—fame and famous as 
well" Beginning with this pre- 
mise, Frederick L. Collins, maga- 
zine writer, opens a discussion in 
The American for July, of the 
future of the foremost American 
idol of recent years. 


Under the title, "How Many 


of These Celebrities Do You Re- 
member?", Mr. Collins presents 
not an ordinary memory test, 
hut a modern application of the 
Marcus Aurelieus theory; a com- 
mentary upon quick flaming and 
quick dying American enthus- 
iasm. 
-Is it possible that Lindy, the 


unforgettable, 
will 
sometime 


lake his place among the heroes 
we have forgotten?" < asks,the 
writer. "Perhaps, but' I do not 
think so. His first achievemnt, 
great beyond the 
dreams of 


great men, might save him. But, 
like many historic 
and epic 


deeds, it might be forgotten if it 
were not for twojthings. One is 
Lindy's own personality and the 
other his glorious youth." 


However, among the list of 


names that the average person 


has forgotten, Mr. Collins,places 
Alcock and Brown Harry Hawker 
and Lt. Commander Albert C. 
Reed, the two former being the 
first team to make a trans-At- 
lantic flight and the latter pilot 
of the American naval planes 
which reached Europe via the 
Azores, establishing the Com- 
mander for the time as "The 
Columbus of the Air." 


••Two great figures emerged 


from the chaos of the Spanish 
American War," continues Mr. 
Collins. "One was Dewey, the 
other Roosevelt. Of the two De- 
wey had every advantage of 
rank, 
prestige 
and 
actual 


achievement. Moreover, for a 
brief period he enjoyed unpre- 
cedented popular acclaim. 


-Again the inevitable compari- 


son: Theodore Roosevelt entered 
the hero business 
at an early 


age. Month by month he built up 
the structure of his popularity 
just as he would have done if 
he had been manufacturing silk 
stockings or selling automobile 
bsarings. He made himself 'the 
best adertised article the world 
has ever seen. Andxwhat is the 
result? One of the questions in- 
variably put to a candidate for 
American citizenship is: 'Who is 
President of the United Stats?' 
And it is no unuusal thing, even 
today, to received the answer, 
'Teddy Roosevelt.' 


-Look at Henry Ford. He has 


done much the same thing that 
Roosevelt did. Not so consciously 
perhaps but far more obviously. 
Edison stands in the public mind 
far above any other inevntor of 
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merit of his inventions, L — 
cause his face and his signature 
have spread his name and sup- 
ported his fame throughout the 
electric lighted world. 
••Prominence is like prosper- 


ity- hard to win and hard to 
keep. And sudden prominence is 
like prosperity; the first to go. 
Quick publicity doesn't stick to 
people any more than quick 
money does. But both publicity 
and money can be accumulated 
line by line and penny by penny 
against the rainy day of the 
people's neglect." 
Mr Collins prepared a list of 


scores of names of people who 
within the past decades were 
world famous or at least notor- 
ious. Submitting the list to well 
read friends of ordinary intel- 
ligence he found that they 
could identify but a fraction ot 
a percent of the list. "Some of 
these newspaper heroes -weren t 
anywhere near so heroic as we 
thought they were at the time. 
Many of them are well forgot, 
he concludes.
